St. PETEnenuiiG, Aug. 8, — At the state 
banquet given by the Eiiasian Emperor 
and Kmprees to Emperor William and 
Empreea Augusta Victoria last night, 
Emperor Nicholas, toasting hia imperial 
guesta, said; 

' The pro^Giioo ot youf liUljtJBties causea 
nao VTiry Uvely E.atiBlactioD. I desire aia- 
cftrely to thank you for the vieit, which 
ie a Arosh manifestation of the traditional 
bonds uniting us and the good relations 
ao happily establiehed between our two 
neighboring empires. It is at the same 
time a precioas Kuaraatce of the mainte- 
nance of the general peace, wliicli forms 
the object of oar constant efforts and our 
moat fervent wishes. I drink to the 
health of the Emperor-king William and 
EmpresB-queen Augusta Victoria, and to 
the health of ail the members of their 
august family." 

Emperor William ehortly afterwards 
raised his glass to liis lioat and said ; 

"I thank your Majesties with a warm 
heart, speaking also in the name of the 
Empreaa, for the cordial and magnificent 
reception you have accorded us and for 
llie gracious words witli which your 
Majesty lias so aflectionally welcomed 
I especially desire to lay at the feet 
ot your Majesty my moat sincere and 
most grateful thanks for the renewed 
mark of distinction, which comes as 
such a Burpriee to me. I mean the en- 
rolment of myself in your Majesty's 
gtoriouB navy .-This is an especial honor, 
which I am able to appreciate to its fall 
extent, and an honor which at the same 
time confers a particular distinction 
upon iijy own navy. 

It is a fresh proof of the continuance 
of our traditional intimate relations. 
Founded upon the unaliakable basis of 
your majesty's unalterable resolutions to 
keep your people in peace in future as 
in the paat, it finds in me also the glad- 
eat echo. Thus we will pursue the same 

Caths and atri\e unitedly, under the 
lessing of peace, to guide the intellect- 
ual development of oar peoples. I can, 
with full confidence, lay this promise 
anew in the hands of your majesty, and 
I know I have the aupi)ort of my whole 
people in doing ho; tliat I stand by your 
majesty's side with my whole strength 
in this great work of preserving the 
peace of the nations, anel I will give your 
majesty my strongest support against 
any one who may attempt to disturb or 
l)rcak the peace. I drink to the welfare 
of your majeaties." 

The sentence in which Emperor Wil- 
liam pledged Emperor Nicholas his sup- 
port against any attempt to break the 
peace of the nations was spoken in 
ItuBsian. 

The whole city and the shipa lying in 
the Neva have been B|)len(lidly decorated 
with (lags and lloivers to-day, and the 
atreota have been crowded. 

ICniperor William and the Km;)reBa ar- 
rived at the landing stage at 11 a.m., 
where the municipal authorities present- 
ed them with bread and salt on especial- 
ly constructed dielics, as tokens of the 
hespitality of the city. With the Peter- 
owski regiment as a guard of honor, 
tliey visited the fortress of St. Peter and 
St, I"aul, and |jlai:ed a wrc-nth upon the 
tomb of Alexander III. 

Mverywhero they were greeted with 
mendouB cheera. SubHciiuently they 
opened the now wing of the (ierinan 
.■\ le.xaiider lioHi)ital, from which they 
lirocceiied to the wiiiliT )>ala(;o. During 
tlie aflernooii iMiiptTor \Villi;un received 
vititB from the ambaaaadora and return- 
ed them.

LONDON MONEY MARKET. 

The Klondyke Influence Felt There Too— 
Funds Are Slore f lentiful. 

London, Atig. 8.— Since the beginning 
of the month there has been the usual 

release of funds Ijy the jointstock banks. 
Money ia more abundant, tliough the 
discount rates show a tendency to hard- 
en, owing to the prospect of gold with- 
drawals in the autumn. Japan will 
doubtless withdraw a portion of the pro- 
ceeds of the last loan, and the continental 
demand, though reduced, may still con- 
tinue. The chief factor, however, is the 
extent to which it may be necessary to 
export gold to the United States against 
the grain harvests. The Eurdpean, Aus- 
tralian and Indian harvests aredeUcient, 
and the American supplies will be 
largely drawn npoii. Indeed the move- 
ment is already turning the course of 
exchange against London. For the time 
being gold remittances are averted by 
the steady purchases on the part of the 
Americans of their own securities in 
London, bat according to precedent the 
ad vance in values thus established should 
shortly effect a checking of the sales by 
the British holders, if, indeed, repur- 
chases be not encouraged. 

The revival of business and confidence 
in the United States ia in many ways the 
most important feature of the situation. 
The increased activity of the stock ex- 
change is largely due to the same cause, 
though the buoyancy of Wall street has 
not yet m?t with a full response among 
opefatora here. 

Yesterday, for the first time of late, 
prices were above the level of cable quo- 
tations. The rise began with Northern 
Pacific preferred, which advanced 3,':( 
points upon the aseumption that Mr. 
Underwood's domination will mean an 
ending of the war between the compet- 
ing lines, and that then everything may 
be hopeful. Other stocks have risen 
from 2 to 4 points, Eriea and Norfolks 
being especially strong. 

Canadian Pacific and Oirand Trunks 
areiiuiet, the recent ri.je over tlie Klon- 
dyke sensation having exhausted their 
strength. The mining market shows 
renewed vigor, chiefly in Ivafiire, and 
the foreign market is on the whole firm, 
with a decided improvement in Greek 
and Turk as the prospects of peace 
brighten.

Removal of tlie Premier May Bring 
About a New Era for Oppres- 
sed Caba. 



San Francisco Steamers Still Crowded- 
Miners Scarce in Alaska— One 
Disappointed Man. 

Sa.s FitANcisco, Aug, 9, — Two steamers 
sailed for the North to-day with their 
carrying capacity taxed to the utmost. 
The Umatilla was sent to Puget Sound 
by the Pacific Coast Steamship Com- 
pany, and the South Coast was also dis- 
patched. The Umatilla took away about 
•100 passengers and will transfer them to 
the City of Topeka at some Puget Sound 
port. The South Coast is very low in the 
water, and aeafaring men aay that with 
her load in a rough sea she will have 
great difficulty in getting through. 

Tal'o.ma, Aug. 9. — Agents of the Tread- 
well Alaska Gold Mining Company have 
been working here several days to secure 
men to take the places of those who left 
the Douglas Island mine for the Klon- 
dyke. They have experienced consider- 
able difhculty, owing to the fact that the 
available men have designs on the Klon- 
dyke dust themselves. Three or four 
dollars a day and expenses were too 
much for about twenty-five men and 
they entered into contract, leaving on 
the Willamette. Tea longshoremen 
were among the crowd. 

M'AuTuri!, Ohio, Aug. 9. — Clark 
Davis left Thursday to go hunting with 
a double-barreled ahotj^un, and failed to 
return. Yesterday afternoon searching 
parties were formed, wliicfi to-day found 
him dead, hia Iiead partly blown oil". 
Ilia gun lay across hia breast, the muz- 
zle applied to the mouth. Deceased was 
aged 21, He set out with a number of 
young men a week since with .$75 to go 
to the Alaska gold fields. Despondency 
over his failure is supposed to have leil 
to self-destruction. He was of highly 
rea peeled family. 

GASOLINE EXPLOSION. 

Lijbting of a Cigar Brings Woe to a 
Household. 

CiiicAno, Aug. .S. — Tlirec persons, 
composing the family of Peter Veth, 
No. 227 East Huron street, were serious- 
ly burned in a fire caused by an explos- 
ion ol gasoline. The injured are Peter 
Veth, Mrs. Bessie Veth, his wife, and 
I'Ahvin Veth, aged 2 years. Mrs. Veth 
went to the rooma of Sirs. G. II. Solo- 
mon, on the second floor, and jirocured 
a small quantity of gasoline in a coffee 
cup, to clean a brass bedstead. With a 
bruali ahe applied it to the woodwork, 
while tiie cup containing the oil stood 
on the lloor beside her. It was not 
noticed that the gasoline had filled the 
room with vapor, and IMr. Veth struck a 
match for the purpose of lighting a 
cigar. In an instant there was an ex- 
piosion and the room was filled with 
Qames. 



Effect of the Assassination Upon 
Folitieal Alfairs— The Recent 
Growth of Anarchism. 



Madi!id, Aug. 9.— A post mortem ex* 
amination of the remains of the Fremiez 
was made this morning prior to embalm* 

ing them for transportation to this city. 
Indignation expressed at the crime ia 
shared by all parties in politics, and it 
is generally believed that members of 
colonial secret societies were concernel 
in the outrage. It is reported that 
Senor A. Pidal, president of the cham- 
ber of deputies, will be appointed preai' 
dent of the council of ministers in suC" 
cession to the late premier at the ex- 
piration of the official nine daya' mourn- 
ing. Military honors will be accorded 
the deceased at his funeral. The court 
will, however, not return here from Saa 
Sebastian, their summer residence, to 
attend tne funeral ceremonies. The 
Queen Eegent will be represented at the 
funeral by the Duke of .Sqto. 

The cabinet sat until 2 o'clock this 
morning, and decided to publiali in the 
official gazette to-day, which will appear 
witli a black border, the appointment of 
Lieutenant-General Don Marioli de As- 
carraga, minister ot war, as premier ad 
interim. Senor Sagasta has postponed 
his proposed visit to this city. In an- 
ticipation of disturbances at Barcelona, 
the police force of that city baa been re- 
inforced. ■ 

Guili developed, in an examination be- 
fore a magiBtrate to-day, that he suc- 
ceeded in firing two shots at people who 
arrested him before he was overpowered. 
The assassin calls himself a " revolution- 
ary anarchist."

FUTURE DABK FOR SPAIN. 

Death Has Dealt Kindly in Believing Cano< 
vas From Humiliation of Defeat 
in Cnba. 

London, Aug. 9. — The Daily News in 

an editorial upon the assassination of 
Canovas, says : " The deed follows 
luickly on the pious invocations to Ene» 
land as the classic land of liberty, btter- 
ed by the exiled Spanish anarchists on 
their arrival at Liverpool. These are 
anarchist words. On the other hand the 
killing is one of tlieir acts. It is impos- 
sible to draw any moral but this : That 
the militant anarchist is a beast of prey 
without even a beast's discrimination." 

Commenting on the inability of Senor 
Canovaa to deal with the formidable task 
in Cuba, the f)aily News says: " Death, 
after all, has dealt kindly by him in re- 
lieving him of the personal humiliatioa 
of an inevitable failure. The insurrec- 
tion, if it makes no progress, at least 
marks time, and the United States ia 
again beginning to talk of a time limit 
for the other side. Brave words, and 
even brave deeds, will hardly meet a 
difficulty of tbia sort unless they are 
right and wise ones as well. The future 
is dark for Spain." 



WASHINGTON OPINION. 

Senator Morgan Looks for a Cbange In 
Cuban Policy Ttiongh Secretary Slier- 
man Is Less Confldent. 

Washington, Aug. 9. — Secretary Sher- 
man talked freely on the murder of the 
Spanish prime iniuiater. He said': 
" Tliis deplorable event will have some 
efTect, of course, on the political affairs 
of Spain, but to what extent I cannot 
say. The death of one man is not neces- 
sarily going to change the sentiment of 
the whole country. Spain is a very 
tenacious country. Her money is gone. 
Her reaourcua have been exhausted. 
Put she means, evidently, to hold on to 
Cuba. Just how she can do it under 
those circumstances I cannot aee. Yet 
slie is opposed to yielding a point. 

'• Premier Canovas was a strong par- 
tisan. Ho was tlie chief exponent of the 
element which was determined to keep 
the island at all hazards. Seemingly 
Spain is almost a unit on this. Ganovaa 
was a strong factor in the movement of 
Spain, bat it is not impossible that 
another will be found to replace him in 
that important ollice having similar 
views and the same pronounced ideas. 
How it may be in this caae I am not able 
to say, but the eH'octa i)olitically of such 
an event are not essentially far-reaching, 
and have not always ])roduced radical 
developments. As to the consequences 
of the conflict in Cuba, I do not care to 
talk. I have no ofiicial inflrmation of 
the ueaaasitiali' n, and must refrain from 
venturing guesses as to what it may 
ell'ect in the future." 

Senator Morgan, of the foreign alFaira 
committee of the senate, wlioaa reported 
yesterday considers that the assassina- 
tion may bring about a republic in 
Spain, says: '"This aflfair is goiuK to 
create a complete revulsion throughout 
the whole of Sppin. That country is 
now in a very shaky condition. It is 
true, doubtless, that the assassin was an 
anarchist, but the act ia representative 
of the feeling that exists all over the 
country. A republican party has already 
OonUnttcd on page Tuo,

Rained strength, thoiiKli, of course, ita 
operations liave to be largely coneealed. 
The act cliU not mean u personal prejii- 
dico aiiainst Canovae, but against his 
political Bland and views, and the ex- 
treme element he represented. It was 
the well developed Byatem o£ the deep- 
seated antagonism to the creed of the 
Canovaa party. 

" The succesaorahip to Canovaa ia pro- 
blematical. I believe, however, that ttie 
administration will recognize the oyer- 
whelininE influence ot the opposition, 
and, having gotten Canovaa out of the 
way, will try someone with Cuban views 
a dSKrea removed from thoee of (Jano- 
vas* in a liberal direction. It is not im- 
probable, and it ia quite likely, that 
Senor Prasedes Mateo Sagaita, the dis- 
tinguished statesman, may succeed 
CanovftB as premier. Sagasta is 70 
years of age, was minister ot the interior 
under the provisional government of 
180S, president of the cortea in 1871, and 
has occupied the post of premier of the 
Spanish government a number of times, 

" I believe that the Cuban conflict 
will be ended at the close of the present 
rainy eeaaou. This 1 have frequently 
contended, and am now confident of it. 
The termination of the affair would thus 
be brought about in October." 

THl CUBAN VIEW. 

While Deploflng tse Assassin's Methods 
the Insnrgents Feel That They Will 
rrofit by the Event. 

TuBNEBS, N. Y., Aug. 9.— Estrada 
Palma, who is at the head of the Cuban 
junta in this country, in an interview 
commented upon the assassination of 
Canovas as follows : "While I have no 
sympathy with the assassin, I cannot 
help but feel that the action was one of 
retribution. Canovas, more than Wey- 
ler, has beea responsible for the cruel- 
ties practisejj by the Spanish troops in 
Cuba. It was by his orders that women 
and children were murdered and wrong- 
ed. He deserved no better fate. 

" It should be distinctly understood 
that the assassination of Canovas is not 
the work ot the Cuban party. We do 
not resort to such methods. The anar- 
chists of Spain are for the most part in 
the northern part of the country, and 
they are intimately associated with the 
anarchists of France. They had long 
threatened Canovas, who had caused 
many of them to be executed. Only a 
few days ago several anarchists were ex- 
ecuted in Barcelonia, and I suppose the 
assaBaination was the outcome. 

" I do not think the killing of Canovas 
waa due at all to any question of poli- 
tics, bat merely was a vague outbreak on 
tbe part of some member of a dangerous 
body of men. We Cubans have no 
sympathy with such an act. As a man, 
I deplore such a misfortune^ but as a 
Cuban, I cannot help but feel that I am 
benefited by it." 

ANARCHISJl IN SPAIN. 

Canovas' Zeal in Its Suppfesslon Marked 
Him as a Victim. 

Xkw Youk, Aug. The Tribune, 
discussing the events that led up to the 
assaaaliiation of Oanovas, says: The 
anarchist movement really began in 
Spain after the overthrow of Isabella, 
when a portion of the republicans, dis- 
satieiied with the moderate rule of 
Telar, General Prim and others started, 
under the leadership of Oontreras, the 
revolt of the " Federalists," seized some 
ironclads in the port of Oarthageaia, and 
were finally subdued and captured, but 
not punished. 

The principal localities in Spain where 
the revolutionary and anarchistic ideas 
iave prevailed, are the industrial cen- 
tres along tbe Mediterranean coast, like 
Barcelona, and which could be consider- 
ed as headquarters of anarchy in the 
peninsula, and especially since many 
partizans of the Paris commune took 
refuge there after 1871. Attempts of an- 
archists against society have been 
numerous all over Spanish territory, but 
especially at Barcelona. There, within 
the last two years bombs have been 
exploded in the Liceo theatre and in 
the public equare at a military review- 
by the captain-general of the province. 

The latest and most horrible exploit 
of the anarchists, and one which finally 
has been the cause of the asBassination 
of Canovas, waa that of the throwing of 
bombs in Barcelona at a religious pro- 
cesaioa last summer. The governmeut 
oi Oanovas displayed great activity and 
ability in ferreting out the authors or 
instigators of the Barcelona crime. 
Scores of anarchists were imprisoned in 
the fortress of Mont Juich, and tfifir 
trial ended two or three months ago, to 
be followed by the sliuoting of six anar- 
chists in the Mont Juich jiul. iNIort' 
than iifty were sent to prison lor life and 
about one hundred were expelleil from 
Spain. To their stories o( llio tortures 
that they liad to endure belore making 
avowals of their crime and giving the 
names of their accoinplicea can ho traced 
directly the aBsasfiination of CanovaH. 
These stories have been iiubliahcil by all 
the revolutionary i)apera of I'.urope. 
They represented the Spanish premier as 
another Torquemada, worae than the 
famouB chief of the cruel inquisition of 
former centuries. 

A. civil engineer of Barcelona, Senor 
Del Marmont, has published, under the 
title of "The Incjuisitora of Sjiaiu," a 
condensed recital of the Bulferiiiga and 
torture which he and his fellow suspect b 
had to endure. AKceri, who, it seem, 
was the leader of the murderous ])lot at 
Jiarcelona, managed to write Bonie 
papers before hia execution, that he was 
compelled, ihrougti horrible torlurea, to 
admit that ho had for accomplices all 
the men whose namea were dictated to 
him by the judge of instruction, Huch 
Stories must have excited the vengeance 
of the friends of the Barcelona anar- 
chists, and the result ia seen in tlie as- 
Bassination of Canovas del Castillo,

A Man Who . Has Mined All Over the World 
Thinks Klondyke the Best Yet. 

SroKANK, Aug. S. — A man who has 
done mure than hia ahare of poking into 
the odd corners of the world has been 
smitten by the Klondyke fever, and de- 
parted from Spokane last night for the 
new land of gold. A. W. Uathank is 
hia name. He is a civil engineer 
by occupation. The western portion 
of the United States, the south- 
west, the Pacific Coast, Peru, China, 
Japan and Siberi?, have been his 
field of operation in tbe past and now 
he goes to try hia luck in the newest 
cauutry on earth. He will sail from 
Seattle August 13 on the steamer Hum- 
boldt, for St. iMichaels, where he, with 
the other passengers, will be transferred 
to a barge which will carry them up the 
river and deliver them, it ie promised, 
at Dawson City by September 10. 

"I look upon that portion of Alaska 
and the Northwest Territory in which 
the new diggings are situated, as the 
largest territory of gold producing 
country in the world," said Mr. Un- 
thank last night, previous to departing 
tor the Sound. " How extensive are the 
richer portions of the ground ia some- 
thing that it is yet to be determined. 
The gold belt is undoubtedly the same 
as that which extends through Siberia, 
where tbe placer ground has been 
worked for over lOO years. It waa first 
worked by the Chinese before the Bus 
sians got hold of the country. Since 
theu it has been worked by the Rus 
sian government or under contract 
from the government. Millions of dol- 
ars worth of gold have been taken out 
of those Siberian diggings — just how 
much no one outside of the government 
knows. 

' I believe there in to be much sufTer- 
ing as the result of the present rush to 
Klondyke. Many who are going in are 
totally unfitted for the hardships they 
will have to undergo. For myself, I am 
taking in 1,000 pounds of an outfit and 
provisions, all the boat will allow me to 
carry." 

A WIDEAWAKE MAN. 

He Has Not Slept for Twenty-five Years and 
Is Now Seventy-flve, 

St. Loi is, Aug. 9.— -John O. Stutto, 
carpenter and builder, has been awake 
twenty-five years, Hia last slnniber 
came so many years ago that he has for- 
gotten what it ia like to like down at 
night and awake refreahed and rejuven- 
ated. Sleep is an unknown quantity 
with Stutte. He either lies upon bis 
bed and gazes on the stars, or, if in a 
restless mood, takes long walks into the 
country, returning at d.iybreak to begin 
work in hia little shop just north of the 
house. His neighbors call him "The 
Man Who Never Sleeps." Stutte at- 
tributes hia sleeplessness to a noise 
which continually roars in his head like 
a cataract. At times it Bounds like the 
buzz and whirr of wheels sawing their 
way through heavy timber. Again the 
sound resembles escaping steam, but at 
times they mingle in a horrible, deafen- 
ing roar. Owing to the noises in his 
head Stutte does not hear readily. He 
says that the ringing in hia ears was 
caused b;^ an overdose of quinine which 
was administered to him in 1872. He 
took fifty-two graina at one dose and 
when he awoke next day he heard a noise 
in his head which haa remained there 
ever since, keeping him awake every day 
and night for twenty-five years. Stutte 
is 75 years old. lie carries his age grace 
fully and does not look the worse for his 
long siege of wakefulness. 

TO DESTROY A BODY. 

The Plan Attributed to the Chicage Sausage 
Maker a Complete Success. 

Chicago, Aug 8. — The experiment of 
destroying a human body by the use ol 
crude potash was successfully carried 
out to-day. Tbe body was destroyed 
with the exception of a few small splin- 
ters of bone in two hours. Of the fieshy 
substance only a small quantity of tlie 
fluid, about the conaistem;y of niolaases, 
remained. The experiment was made 
under the orders of the prosecntiou in 
the case of Adolph Luetgert, the 
rich aauaage manufacturer, who is 
charged with murdering hia wife and 
disposing of the body in the vats of his 
factory. The theory of the prosecution 
waa tliat Tjuetgert placed the body of his 
wife in a solution ol crude potash and 
cold water, raised the Boluliun to boiling 
heat, and destroyed all traces of his 
alleged crime. A few small bones were 
said to have been found in the vat in the 
factory. The iti'o has wound a com- 
plete web of ciroiinistaiitial evidence 
about the saiisage-niaker, hut the fact 
that a body could be destroyed thus has 
been disputed. To-day's test settles 
that point beyond a doubt.

Victoria Again Witbont Commnnicatlon With 
the Mainland. 

Early yesterday " the wires went 
down," and down" they remained until 
about ten o'clock last night.

VICTORIA AS AN 

OUTFITTING POINT. 



To hear some of the people of the 
Sound country talk and to read what 
Bome of their papers say one would sup- 
pose that no one in this partof the world 
every did any outfitting, and hence that 
to come here in preference to Seattle, in 
order to prepare for a journey into tho 
Yukon wonl d he an act little short of 
madueBS. Perhaps the people and the 
papers making such representations he- 
lieve them. They really do not know 
any better. They are ignorant of the 
fact, except in the moat general way, 
that Cariboo, Casaiar and Omineca have 
produced immense quantities of gold, 
and that Victoria was tho place where 
the miners and prospectors outtitted. 
The journey to these Rreat placers was 
evermore tedious and difficult that that 
into the Yukon. They are ignorant of 
the fact that in Victoria are to be found 
men who know all about what goods are 
ueeded and how they should be packed 
for the long trips into the interior taken 
by the Hudson's Bay Company's parties. 
It ia a fact, of which these people never 
appear to have heard, that the men 
who Buperintend the putting up of out- 
fits here in Victoria are men who have 
packed their own outfits in days gone by 
over mountain trails and around 
canj'ons impassable to boats. 
AVhen one takes a walk through 
the warehouses and sees the 
sorts of packages that are being put up 
at other places for miners, be is apt to 
think it a pity that some of the experi- 
ence of the Victoria people cannot be 
distributed around generally. 

So far as prices go, a little common 
Benae is all that is necessary to be exer- 
cised to show the advantageous position 
of this city in that respect. The Sound 
cities do not Bell goods to Victoria mer- 
chanta, which proves that those cities 
have no advantage over us. Our mer- 
chants can bay just as favorably aa can 
their rivals on the Sound, that is of 
goods that have to be bought in the 
United States. They can buy British 
and Canadian goods more favorably. 
The duty on British goods imported into 
Victoria ia leaa than on the same goods 
imported into the United States cities, 
and, of course, there ia no duty at all to 
pay on Canadian goods. The Victoria 
merchants do buaineas on an equally 
large scale with their neighbors, and so 
can afford to cut the mar;;in of profit as 
line. Thus from every point of view tho 
Victoria merchants are prepared to quote 
their customers as favorable figures as the 
Sound merchants can, an^ those who 
buy from them have the advantage of get- 
ting their British and United States 
goods duty paid, and of having to pay 
no duties on their Canadian goods. 
These things are becoming understood 
all over the country, and the result ia 
that the stream of miners and proapec- 
tora ia most certainly being diverted to 
Victoria. 

Eviry day aflbrda evidence that the 
work done in advertising our city is 
doing a vast deal of good. Inquirioa are 
coming from all i)ointa, and there is no 
doubt that if the good work is kept up 
persietently and intelligently for the 
next six uiontha, the busineaa houses of 
the city will next Spring be taxed to 
their utmost capacity. We think this 
statement will bo borne out by every 
merchant and every one else who has 
kept in touch with the way business ia 
opeuine up. 

ADVICE TO EASTERN PEOPLE. 

The Colonist baa for several days been 
examining into the chance of reaching 
the Yukon mines this year and lias 
arrived at the conclusion that it is de- 
airable to give a word of caution to those 
who think of setting out from the East. 
We recommend all such persona to post- 
pone their departure until early in the 
spring. Our reasons for so doing are as 
follows : 

ll is now too late to go by way of St. 
Michaels with any certainty of being 
able to get up the river. We do not say 
that the trip cannot be made, but sim- 
ply that, as it is now practically impos- 
sible to reach St. Michaels before the 
first week in September, a person who 
undertakes to reach Diiwaon City this 
aeason by that route stands a very good 
chance of being disappointed. 

There are fully two thousand people 
at the Cbilcootand White paases, and it 
is estimated that when the steamers on 
the way ot to sail all reach there tlie 
. number will be ewoUed to upwards of 
five thousand, with fully as many tons 
oi freight. It will be hardly poaeible to 



over the passes before winter sets in. 

Tho Stickeon route ia only available 
to a very limited d^ree. In fact, while 
a steamer may make a trip up that river 
later than the 20th instant, it ia doubt- 
ful if one will do so ; and even if one doea, 
its accommodations will all bo taken 
up the moment a date of sailing ia an- 
nounced, 80 that practically this route 
may be dismissed from consideration 
this year. There would be no diflSculty 
in getting in by this route, foraome weeka 
to come, if it were not for the uncertainty 
of steam communication on tho Stickeen. 

In a few worda the situation ia as fol- 
lows : The St. Michaels route is to all in- 
tents and purposes closed by reason of the 
lateness of the season; the Stickeen 
route is closed by reason of lack of trans- 
portation facilitiea ; the route via Lynn 
Canal ia not equal to any greater de 
mands upon it. 

Persons arriving here from the East 
after the next trip of the Islander would 
undoubtedly find it cheaper to wait in 
Victoria and go north in March by 
steamer. They can .then haul their 
goods on alcda over the White pnaa, and 
they will not need take in anything like 
aa much as they must take now. Now 
they must carry a year's aupply ot pro 
viaions; then, they need only take 
enough for three or four months, be 
cause early ia, the summer abuuduut 
aupplies will be sent in and everything 
that 13 needed can be purchafjed on tho 
ground. If Eastern people are on tho 
ground here by tho last of February 
they will be soon enough, will be as far 
ahead aa if they start north this fall, will 
aave money and be far better off in every 
way. Later in the spring, that is, as 
soon aa navigation opens, there will be 
steamers on the St. Michael's route and 
the lower Yukon : alao on the Stickeen 
and tho Ilootalinqua; there will bo 
greatly improved meana of transporta- 
tion at the White Paaa, and tho inrush 
can be handled, unless it exceeds all ex- 
pectations. In closing this article, we 
would like to say that the excellent work 
done by the Britiah Yukon Company at 
the White Pass has been a great boon 
already to hundreds and by next spring 
will have rendered immeasurable aer- 
vice to thoasands.

THE ALASKAN BOUNDARY. 

When the meaning of the Anglo- 
Ruseian treaty of 1S2§ comes to be set- 
tled by an international tribunal United 

States representatives may find them- 
aolves confronted with some propositiona 
which they have done a good deal to 
establish. For example, it is a favorite 
American contention that in determin- 
ing what is the coast line of a country it 
is right in the case qf inlets to measure 
from headland to headland and disregard 
the indentation. Thus Puget Sound ia 
held not to be a part of the high seaa, al- 
though in some places it is twelve miles 
wide, because the entrance being narrow 
the boundary line passes from headland 
to headland, and the long indentation of 
the Sound thus becomes wholly Ameri- 
can water. In an international sense no 
part of Puget Sound is the Pacific Ocean, 
and vessels in any part of it are subject 
to tho laws of the United States and tho 
State of Washington. By a parity of 
reasoning it may be held that none of 
the channels between tho islands con 
atituting the Alaskan archipelago form a 
part of the ocean, in which case the 
coaet, the sinaoaitiea of which the 
boundary is to follow at a distance of 
thirty miles where there are no moun- 
tain summits nearer, may bo hold to be 
the outer rim of the archipelago. This 
would bring moat of the coastof the con- 
tinent within British jurisdiction. 

In aubmittinK this view of the case 
WJ are not unmindful of the fact that 
uaer by one nation and the recognition 
of such user by the other may be held 
by an international court to operate as 
an estoppel. In the case of the doubt 
fill iiiturpretation of a contract, a court 
will bi! governed by what tlie parties to 
it appear to have understood by it, and 
there may be, we do not aay that there 
ia, some evidence to show that a claim 
by Ruaaia or the United States to regard 
" the ocean " under the treaty aa mean 
ing tho channels along tho coast of the 
mainland has been recognized by Great 
Britain. It ia fair also to flay that the 
riglit secured by the treaty of iS25 to all 
British subjects to navigate any rivers 
flowing across Russian territory from 
Britiah territory may be construed aa 
implying that the Rusaians took a part 
of the mainland south of the point where 
tho l-ilsl meridian cuts the coastline; 
but on the other hand it may be said 
that at the time tho treaty was framed 
the country was very little known, and 
that this provision' was intended to 
apply to the Yukon and Copper rivers, 
the former of which certainly doea flow 
from liritiah territory across Alaska, and 
the latter might well at that time have 
been thought to do so. 

1 1 is proper to add that ao far aa ia now 
known, it is of no very great value to the 
United States to own the mainland now 
claimed as a part of southeastern Alaska 
There are a few gold mines around 
Tnneaii, but the greatest mine, tho 
Triiadwell, is not on tho mainland. If 
Alaska proves to be as rich in gold as the 
British Yukon, it would lie of fargreater 
advantage to the United States to have a 
right of way into it over Canadian ter- 
ritory than to own the rocky and prolit- 
leea strip of coast south of Juneau. 



WniLK it is quite true, aa the Poat- 
Intelligencer aays, that every miner is 
taking abundant supplies forward to the 
Yukon, it will not do to bank on the 
atutr being available to feed the people 
now in there.

Depressliiff Outlook for Those Wlio 
Neglected to Provide Pack 
Animals. 



" Advise every one who may be look- 
ing toward Klondyke to wait until spring 
before st.arting for the gold fields." 

Such is tlie message received from Mr, 
0. H. Van Millingen, who left here some 
weeks ago with hundreds of otlier 
treasure seekers. And hia word of cau- 
tion is seconded and endorsed by all who 
have reached Dyea or Skagway.the gate- 
ways to the upper Yukon, and find 
themselves brought to a halt by the im- 
posaibility of getting through their sup- 
plies with the present inadequate fauili- 
tiea for packing- 

"The road from here to Dawson will 
be marked with dead men's bones," 
writes another prospective millionaire, 
who perhaps takes a somewhat exagger- 
ated vi«;w of the situation, but whose 
note of warning ia nevertheless not to 
be disregarded. 

All advices — by both the Islander and 
the City of Topeka, which arrived back 
yesterday — agree on the one important 
point — not half of those who have al- 
ready reached Dyea or Skagway will be 
able to get through to the Klondyke this 
year, and it will be worse than folly, 
madness, for others to attempt the paa- 
sage until spring unlocks the rivers 
again. 

The outlook is not a cheering one for 
the great majority, and the cloud oil the 
northern aky grows bigger and darker 
when a second item of news by the jnst- 
arrived steamer is told. The palatial 
Mexico lies under five hundred feet of 
•water in Dison'a Entrance, her days of 
usefulneaa and money-making abruptly 
brought to a close early on Thursday 
morning last. Fortunately her misfor- 
tune befel her while she was on her re- 
turn trip, having disembarked her com- 
pany ot gold-aeekers, for otherwise a 
fatality would have been inevitable that 
it is horrible even to contemplate. 

To ileal first with the intelligence of 
paramount importance to those who 
have either themselves set their faces 
toward the Klondyke, or have friends on 
the way or about to depart, When the 
Islander left on her return voyage, a 
aad-eyed company waved her a 
silent farewell — the very same men 
in whose bosom hope and enthu- 
Biasm burned bo brightly when 
they set out from Victoria to seek 
wealth in the land of the North, The 
rains had set in — not the sociable 
showers that residents of the Pacific 
Northwest know as rains, but a persis- 
tent, penetrating downpour, in sheets of 
water rather than in drops, instantan- 
eously Boaking through all ordinary 
waterproofs and chilling the wearers to 
the very Ijoiie. 

But the discomfort and tlie danger to 
the health were not the worst features 
of the Btorin, or at all events were not so 
regarded by the majority. The rain do- 
ecendint;; in slieeta liail made the route 
to Tagish lake practically impassible, 
the trail from .Skauway bay being in 
many places completely washed out, 
while in others the plodding pack horses 
have begged and expired etruggling to 
find footing where only treacherous 
mire exists. 

As a result the dreary road between 
Skaway and Tagish is already marked 
by details of melancholy jirospectors 
forced into camp for an indefinite period, 
witli little or no prospect of continuing 
their jouriiey for many months, and 
then with outfits so deplete! that their 
chances of winning fortunes in the dig- 
gings are reduced to ttie barest margin 
of possibility. 

To make their predicament complete 
the forage along the trail has been ex- 
hausted and those who neglected to take 
with them fodder for their stock will 
have the miafortuno to see their pack 
horses die before their eyes with no 
means at command by which to save 
them, "When the Eosalie, George W. 
Elder, George U. Starr, Rapid Transit, 
Co<iuitlai)i, Danube and Bristol shall 
have (.liscbarged their participants in 
the rush, it is speaking well within the 
facta to eay tliat no fewer than sis thou- 
sand men, anil many of these city folk 
all unuaeil to the privations and hard- 
ships of the wilderness, will be found 
between Skagway and the lake, con- 
demned by ttie inexorable climate there 
to remain until May or J une at earliest. 

How many of these will succumb to 
the rigors of the northern winter is mat- 
ter for gloomiest conjecture. The earli- 
est parties on the road, with the more 
intrepid and experienced will doubtless

make their way through to Tagish and 
there spend the winter in boat building 
and other necessary preparations. The 
smallest fraction of the thousands who 
have started within the last two months 
can hope to get through to Dawson City 
duiing the present year. 

When the Islander arrived on Monday 
week at Skagway, the chief point of de- 
barkation at the present time, she found 
the i)romisBd wharf as yet uncompleted, 
the workmen in spite of their $8 a day 
in hand having contracted Klondicitisaa 
badly as the people in remote cities, and 
taken their way to the mines. The 
tedious work of discharging the heavily 
laden ateamer by ship's boats and rafts 
was accordingly adopted perforce, and so 
well did all join in, that the task was 
umcli more s))eedily accomplished than 
anyone would have dared to hope, Thurs- 
day seeinji the last outfit transferred to 
land, and the cabins and hold of the C. 
P. N. llagship again deserted. 

During the progress of discharging 
"all hands," to use the common ex- 
pression, 40t) men at the lowestestimate, 
were housed on the Islander through 
Captain Irving's thoughtfulneas. As it 
rained all but continuously during the 
greater part of the time, the conveni- 
ences of the big steamer were never 
more lieartily appreciated. 

It only required this final courtesy of 
the Oommodoro'a to seal the good opin- 
ion formed of him and hia othcera by the 
numerouB passengers, who before the ves- 
sel caatanchor for her return took occasion 
to express their opinion of the Islander's 
management and officers in a compli- 
mentary address which Captain Irving 
will add with genuine pleasure to the 
large collection of similar collections of 
which he is possessed. 

The lalander'a voyage to her port of 
destination was broken by a call at St, 
Mary's island, where the United .States 
customs ofhcial was taken aboard and 
speedily ^completed the formalities for 
bonding the outfits of the fortune seekers 
through the narrow strip of American 
territory lying between Skagway and 
Tagish lake. These proceedings occu- 
pied but little time, the work of the 
American ofliciala in this regard being 
performed with the utmost courtesy, 
despatch and ability. 

Then Dyea was passed, an almost de- 
serted village since Skagway, four miles 
distant, has awakened to the importance 
of wharfage facilities. At Skagway six 
hundred or more earlier arrivals wel- 
comed the passengers by the Canadian 
steamer, at the same time giving the 
new arrivals their first dash of cold 
water by telling them a few bald facts 
as to the trip before them. 

There was first of all the question of 
route to be considered, with a slight 
preponderance of recent evidence in 
favor of Moore's (or White) pass in 
preference to the Chilcoot. It ia at 
present reported as incomparably the 
best for horses, and naturally this has 
decided many in its favor. 

For those who have not brought pack 
horses with them, the services of the 
lazy natives at Skagway are in strong 
demand at 20 to 26 cents a pound for the 
transportation of all kinds of freight 
over the pass. And even at this rate 
the demand greatly exceeds the supply, 
so that upon the advent of the Islander 
many had already been waiting for 
weeks at Skagway until their turn should 
come to contribute to the revenue of the 
Indian packers. Good order prevails 
among them, and the first serious case 
of law-brealiing at any of the border 
villages or camps has yet to be recorded. 
One of the first parties to leave the la- 
lander was that headed by Mr. John 
Uodaon, of H. M. Customs, and assigned 
for duty between the passes and the np- 
per Yukon. They have, of course, ex- 
ceptional facilities for reaching their 
destination, and expect in consequence 
to make Tagish lake without delay. Tht ir 
reception in the north country was not 
altogether cordial, but they do not ap- 
prehend any difficulty, as the miners 
will soon become reconciled to the in- 
evitable. 

Mr. Godson, on reaching Dyea and 
Skagway, posted placards in accordance 
with Ilia instructions, emphasizing the 
fact that duly would be collected on all 
foreign gooda entering Canadian terri- 
tory, and that it would lie useless to at- 
tempt to pass without payment, as the 
servicea of the Mounted Police would, if 
necessary, be called into re(|uiBitiori lor 
the carrying out of the law to the letter. 

These notifications were read, but not 
with i)leasure by those prospectors who 
had hoped to slip through, in some in- 
definite way defeating the yigilence of 
the Canadian officers. 

Finding that they would be unable to 
do so, the vented their disappointment 
by tearing down the notices and threat- 
ening diro things. By the time Mr, 
Godson and hia associates were ready to 
take up the march from Skagway, the 
majority were in a more peaceful frame 
of mind however, and one of the men 
most vigorous in hia protestations of de- 
fiance informed the new collector that 
he supposed it would after all bo better 
to accept the case philosophically — he 
and his companions would bear it 
though they were not yet quite prepared 
to grin. 

In hia first report to Collector Milne, 
Mr. Godson details the incidents of the 
trip north and of his party's debarka- 
tion, proQiislng a irm enforcement of 
the revenue laws, and incidentally giv- 
ing the information that the majority ot 
ttiB minors would find great difliculty 
even after Lake Tagish is reached in 
getting material there with which to 
make tiieineelvea rafts or boata for the 
navigation of the lakes and river. 

The Uosalie was passed by the Island- 
er just lie she was leaving on her home- 
ward trip. This, like the northward 
voyage, was made in gojd weatlior and 
fast time, the big ship docking at her 
wharf here at 8 yesterday morning, fully 
a day before the majority bad counted 
her as dm.

THE " WILLAPA " SAILS. 

The Latest Addition to tlie C. F. N. Fleet 
Starts On Her First Voyage. 

Since launched as a tug boat at As- 
toria in June, 1S.S2, the present C.P.N 
steamer Willapa, then known as the 
General Miles, has had an exceedingly 
varied career. Yesterday she went on 
her first errand for her new owners, 
when with colore flying she steamed 
away for the Fraser to take on some 
empty salmon cases for the cannery at 
Nootka, preparatory to leaving for the 
West Coast to-day. It is two months 
since the steamer was rescued from the 
rocks of the northern coast, and since 
then the mechanics have been steadily 
engaged in adapting her to new pur- 
pose, the West Coast trade. She is 
staunch, moderately fast and has good 
passenger and freight accommodation. 
Her cabins are all roomy, and there are 
of them, with double and triple 
berths; her saloon, although not grand, 
is comfortable, and her freight holds are 
easy of access. The captain's (piar- 
ters are conveniently arranged. A 
wheel - house at good elevation 
for observation ia connected with 
a chart-room to the rear of which again 
n the skipper's sleeping apartment — a 
arge and well-furnished room. An 
electric ])lant furnishes light for every 
room, and no modern convenience seems 
miasing. The furnishings of the beds 
are the best that money can buy. The 
machinery of the Willapa is capable of 
driving her 10 knots an hour, but the 
average speed expected is '.1 knots. Her 
engines are compound surface condens- 
ing, of 28 inch stroke and 90 revolutions, 
ana of 300 indicated h.p. Robt. Currie, 
who has charge of the engines, has been 
in the employ of the O.P.N. Co. for the 
past four years, previous to which he 
was on the Empress of China. Mr. 
Wallace is the steward, while, a pre- 
viously stated, Capt. H. R. I'oot is in 
command, and Mr. Gould is mate. 
When asked yesterdiiy whether the Wil- 
lapa would be re-named, Capt. Irving 
said he had heard nothing about her 
being called the Jubilee. 

The R, M. S. Empress of .Japan ar- 
rived at (juarantine with a clean bill of 
health at Cr.'M last evening, having made 
the run across from tlie Orient in ihir- 
(een days, the voyage being one entirely 
witliout items of interest. Ttie principal 
people who took passage by the Empress 
are M. Gerard, the French minister at 
Pekin, who ia returning home to Paris 
on leave; and Rev. J. Noyes, of the 
Theological seminary at Canton.

itest Report From Marion & Marion ot 
Temple Building, Montreal. 

Firemen's siiectacles or eye [irotectors 
are formed with domed diaka of wire 
gauze fitted in a holder and held in 
place by a rubber atrap around the head. 

A new bicycle tire, which the inventor 
claims cannot be punctured, has an out- 
side inetal shoe or rim surrounding the 
rubber tire, the fiange of the outer rim 
projei!ting around the tire to prevent its 
coming off. 

To prevent all unfairness in the start- 
ing ot bicyele racers a new invention is 
made of an inclined plane for each wheel 
to rest on, the back wheels being held 
fast by a series of bolts, wtiich are with- 
drawn simultaneously by the starter. 

Stioe atrini;s are safely tied without 
the use of knots, by meana of a new 
device which fastena to the ahoe upper 
near the top eyelets, being formed of a 
disk or plate, with a curved clip pro- 
jecting from the side into which the 
string is forced. 

In a new cratch for invalids the 
wooden head ia hollowed out and fitted 
with a pneumatic cushion having an in- 
flating valve in the underside, with a 
covering of leather to incloae both the 
head and cushion at the bottom of the 
crutch. 

A British seaman has invented an im- 
proved life buoy and rescue Bignnl de- 
tacher and piercer, in whicli tho rescue 
Hiijnal ia flexibly attached to the buoy 
so that It can be lighted and thrown 
overboard with the buoy in a few aec- 
onde, thus avoiding the delay which Is 
so often fatal.

THE NURSING SCHEME. 

Evidence from Two Heuilsplieres In Sup 
port of the Necessity for 
This Project. 

By the ]'"nglish mail just in, some in- 
teresting details are available of the 
various schemes for the sick and help 
less that are so near and dear to the 
heart of the C^ueen. For these it would 
appear that hand in hand with the great 
hospitals, the foundation stones of which 
nave recently been laid by the Prince of 
Wales and other members of the reign 
ing family, is a wide extension of the 
cottaue hospital system and trained 
nursing for the sick, who are unable to 
go to tlie regular hospitals. In Scotland 
and England, the post month, several of 
these cottage hospitals and trained 
nursing projects have taken permanent 
shape. Their objects are much the same 
lis those of the Victorian Order of 
Nurses in Canada. Great Britain, the 
home of liospitala for the sick, ia thickly 
studded with towns and cities. Nearly 
every considerable centre of population 
has its hoapital, with full compliments 
of trained nurses, yet fresh eflbrts are 
constantly being put forth to supple- 
ment tho work of the hospital by carry- 
ing help to the verj' dwelling of tho 
Biifl'erers. Those who have read the pam- 
phlet explaining the scheme for the Vic- 
torian Order of Nurses in Canada will 
remember the interesting references 
to the British system referred to. Under 
the rules of the British Nursing Associa- 
tion, trained nurses make regular rounds 
of the sick in their respective districts 
who for some reaaon or other cannot be 
moved to liospitala to be nursed. Of 
such cases there is a large number. Each 
nurse is when necessary furnished witli 
a bag containing reciuisites for a sick 
room. Fvery patient visited receives 
such skilled care as the circumstances 
demand, the relatives are instructed how 
to care for the sufl'erer until the next 
call of the nurse, and auppliea are left 
with them for the purpose. Not only 
are the wants of the patient attended to 
promptly and regularly, but the object 
lessons are quickly learned by the 
families, and thus a general knowledge 
of methods of relieving the sick in the 
absence of skilled medical attendance 
and trained nursing is gradually ilis- 
seminated among tho people; surely a 
liricelcsa boon English nurses under this 
system often pay a dozen to twenty 
nursing visits per day. " Such devoted 
women," to (jnote from the pamphlet re- 
ferred to, " go into houses where there is 
no comfort for the sick, and where the 
shadow of death seems to rest all too 
soon. Little children are born into the 
world, with no welcome of warm and 
dainty clothes awaiting them. That 
some organization similar to the above 
which the Victorian Order of Nuraes 
proposea to supply, ia badly needed in 
Canada, ia certain. The letters of Dr. 
A. Fleming in the Brandon (Man.) Sun, 
and that of Dr. 0. C. Edwards, in the 
Ottawa Citizen, which have been widely 
(juoted by the press of Canada, givim; 
their personal experience in sparsely 
settled districts are conclusive on this 
point. But not less im|)ortant than the 
views of medical men, in various parts 
parts of the country, are those of the 
National Council of Women of Canada, 
drawn from all sections of the country, 
representing every class of the intelli- 
gent population, experienced among the 
sufl'ering in town and country, settled 
and unsettled sections alike, the women 
composing this council know better than 
any otliera the real needs of the sick and 
heipleaa amongst us. At their annual 
meeting in 1800 they adopted tho follow- 
ing resolution : " That in view of the 
sufl'ering enilurcd by women and child- 
ren in ttie Nortliwoit Territories and in 
outlying districts ot Ciinada from want 
of i)ro|)or medi;al aid, the National 
Council of Women of Canada 
ilesire to reajiectfully ask the 
Dominion government, and the 
provincial government, to take tho mat- 
ter into their earnest consideration, and 
to take steps to remedy the present state 
of things, and that councils be re(iuested 
to suggest some practical scheme where- 
by medical aid and nursing may be ex- 
tended to tliose districts where audi is 
needed, which scheme will be submitted 
to the executive committee of thia

Captain TLomas' Fine Old Steam- 
ship Finds an Ocean Grave in 
Divon's Entrance. 



Kot a Life Lost iu tlie Catastrophe 
Costs a Fine Passenger 
Steamea. 



PasseuRers and Crew lieach Metla- 
katla and are There Picked 
TJp by the Topeka. 



In the clear, cold light of last Thurs- 
day morniogtho Alaskii HtuamBliip Mex- 
ico Btruck hard on a ragRcd rock at a 
point in Dixon'e Entrance, about 11,' ^ 
mile8 northenHt by east of Chacon cape, 
and went down in Go fathoms of water, 
her crew and passengers, the latter in- 
cluding a large number of Christian Kn- 
deiivor excureioniats, having just two 
and a halt honre from the time they 
were roused from their alumbers to save 
their lives by taking to the boata. There 
was no confusion, and every one of the 
138 lueu and women on board Uvea to 
tell the Btory of the Mexico's last 
voyage. 

It was 4:30 in the morning when the 
dieaster occurred, the ehii) being at the 
time on her homeward voyage from 
Alaska. She had left Victoria on the 
25th of July with a numerous party of 
Klondykers oddly mixed with joyous 
tioliday makers, and liad discharged the 

fold seekers safely on the up trip. Then 
uneau was visited and a call made at 
Sitka for the benefit of the tourista, the 
steamer being en route from the latter 
port by the route usaalljr taken by the 
Ciueen when the disaster overtook her. 
It had been foggy all night, and but poor 
progreea was nu\de in conae(iuenco. The 
pilot, Cornell, waa in charge of the ship, 
and the gray cloud over tlie waters lift- 
ing with the coming of dawn, the Mexico 
was at 4:30 under full speed, witli a 
emooth sea before her and a clear view 
of the water for a mile or more. 

Suddenly, to quote Pilot Cornell, she 
drove hard on a rock, no aicn of which 
appeared on the unruflled surface of the 
Bea, shivered, and went on. The engines 
were immediately reversed, but witli 
the way she had on the ship carried for 
an eighth or a quarter of a mile before 
coming rouud, and by this time the 
Bound of the inruahing water and tlie 
eettling of the vessel told the pilot that 
Jier mortal blow had been received. Ho 
had, in the instant after feeling the 
blow, lieaded for the nearest land, in the 
hope that salvation might be gained by 
running for it. Five minutes, however, 
Bhowed him that in the boats lay tlie 
only safety of those in his charge, while 
.ae time to make use of this means of 
Balvation was limited. 

The first on deck after the alarm was 
given was the purser, who tumbled up 
jii'^t aa he had turned out of his com- 
lortable berth. He only waited long 
tuough to ask a single ([uestion, then 
dived into his cabin again to make a 
hasty toilet and throw his portable be- 
longings into a valise. Then came a 
lady passenger, ^vho also remained on 
deck just long enough to inquire if she 
would have time to diess. Captain 
Thomas waa the third on the scene, and 
he, too, required but a glance to conlirm 
in hia mind the pilot's view of the case 
Pasaengera and crew, in equal num- 
bers, were all on deck within a quarter 
of an hour, and ten minutes later the 
work of placing men and women in the 
boata had been accompliahed. Then the 
male pasaengera were looked after, while 
the porter volunteered to make hia way 
bolow and bring up the letter mail— the 
newspapers were abanduiied to their 
faie. By tbi? time the aliii) hail settled 
Bo that it was far from a pleasant under- 
Inking to go bolow, and few cared to uu 
deitake it. There were enough, how- 
ever, to make a round-up of the cabins 
and Btaterooms, and get together all the 
hand baggage, which were, with the 
maila, placed on two of the life-rafts and 
these got ready for towing behind the 
ship's launch. A hurried scramble for 
freeh water and eatablea— and the time 
to leave the ship had come. 

It waa just at tins moment that some 
one thought of Charlea Berry. This in- 
dividual seenia to bear a chariiied life, 
and at tlie Eaine lime to be a veritable 
•lonah. lie waa on the Willapa when 
uhe made her eventful voyage to the 
north so abruptly ended by her piling on 
the rocks on the eastern island coaat. 
At that time he had attempted suicide, 
but had been prevented, and after tak- 
ing passage on the Mexico his saicidal 
nuiuia returned. The day before the 
steamer made Sitka he had approached 
the otUcer of the watch in coneiderahle 
excitement and inquired where the cap- 
tuin was to be found. Tlie skipper 
was in his cabin, and' Berry waa so 
informed, at the eame time being aisked 
what it ^vaa ho wanted. Ilia reply 
caused hia questionera to .start back in 
astonishment— for be only wanted, be 
said, to get the captain's permission to 
jump overboard. Realizing that they 
liiid a maniac to deal with, the officers, 
as Boon aa they recovered themselves, sug- 
gested that there waa ample time, and 
that as the captain waa sleeping Berry 
should not disturb him until morning. 
This advice he accepted quite readily, 
and nothing more was heard from him 
uight. 

I'^arly the following morning Pilot 
Cornell was awakened by the sharp 
ringing of the ship's bells and the re- 
versal of the engines. He arrived on 
deck just in time to lend a hand with the 
boats, for Berry liad decided to wait no 
longer, and had jumped overboard. (_)n 
Elrikiiig water he changed hia mind, 
however, and swam lustily until the re- 
lief party picked him up. After that he 
waa confined under lock in a lower 
cabin, that was practically a prison. 

Here he was, all but forgotten when 
the last paaaunger had been lowered into 
the boata, and theae latter were about to 
deaert the sinking ateumer. There waa 
time to reach him, and thia done the 
captain, crow and paaaengers atood by, 
silent and with white facea, to see the 
last of the good ship that had borne 
them so abort a time before. 

" I never eaw a vessel light so hard for 
lite," said Pilot Cornell in describing 
this last scene in ibo Mexico's career. 
" If it had not been for the hundred and 
pixty tons of ballast coal in her I am 
prtto'tlcally certain ehe would have water- 



logged and been floating yet. As it was, 
she filled and settled gradually until the 
sea, with a sincle gulp, seemed to awal- 
ow her up. It was in 85 fathoms of 
water, and bo the good old Mexico is 
gone beyond all hope of recovery." 

Left to themsolves and the boats, the 
shipwrecked ones followed one another 
like sheep, making first of all in the 
direction of tho nearest land, which 
would be the northernmost point of the 
Queen Oliarlottes. 

Very little reflection waa suflicient to 
convince the captain and pilot that this 
waa not their best course to pursue, for 
the reason that they would here ho out 
of the way of passing steamers, and a 
relief party would have to be sent far 
adeld to bring aid to the majority. 
Accordingly, taking advantage of the 
fair weather, the boats were rowed 
toward Metlakatla, the launch having 
early in the struggle proved a hindrance 
rather than a help owing to her coal be- 
ing wet. The little village was made by 
the pilot's boat first, and luckily the 
cannery steamer wp.s picked up in port, 
and the roiiiidinir up of the other boats 
accomplished with little hard pulling. 
When all had been brought together 
again, the church, stores and dwellint!B 
of the little place were turned over for 
the sheltering of the unexpected 
visitors, while the cannery steamer was 
dejiuted to intercept the I'opeka. This, 
too, was accomplished without<liflicuUy, 
and tho victims of the adventure came 
through to Victoria withuo more serious 
loss than that of time, and one and all 
heartily appreciated tho bravery, cool- 
ness and capability of the otticers and 
crew, the generosity and self-aacrilicing 
cfTorta of the latter being especially 
spoken of. On the other hand the oQi- 
cera say that a more easily-handled, 
common-aenae lot of pasaengera could 
not have been got together. 

Danger, there was none, in the literal 
sense of the word, for as the oflicers de- 
8crit)e the weather coiulition, no life 
could be lost unless deliberately sacri- 
ficed. The rock is unmarked on any of 
tho charts, the nearest known menace 
to free navigation beiu,' at a point 
miles east south-east. At the time the 
Mexico struck it the tide was an hour- 
and-a-half from flood, and hence it must 
lie close to the surface. The place is 
marked by a little floating kelp, but not 
suflicient to excite any alarm in the 
mind of a navigator accustomed to the 
waters of the north. 

Mrs. Eugene Stahl, wife of the editor 
of the Alaska News, and her two 
daughters, one about sixteen years old 
and the other an infantof fifteen months, 
were passengers on the Mexico. Mrs. 
Stahl, who is a lady of exceptionally 
pleasing adilress, telle the story of the 
wreck in a aimi)le, yet touching, way. 

" The niglit waa dark and foggy," she 
eaya, ''and the ship was drifting about 
while the olhcer kept watch of the 
tides and currents to see if one 
could tell where we were. .Juat about 
daybreak the engine waa starteil up luul 
less than ten minutes after a tremendous 
shock was felt, which nearly threw aonio 
of the passengers from their births. I 
sprang to the window of my Stateroom 
and saw a young fellow, whom we call 
Tommy, one of the crew, going by. I 
aaked him what the matter waa : 

" Struck a whale, ma'am he said, and 
hurried along. 

" Shortly after a rap came to the door 
and a voice said : 

" ' Get into your clothes quickly. 
Wrap your baby in a blanket and follow 
me.' 

" My daughter and I diil aa we were 
toUl, and going out upon the deck 
fniind everything in perfect order and 
not the leaat trace of exsitement. The 
women all looked very pale, and I sup- 
pose I did. I know that 1 never felt in 
my life like I did when the call came to 
leave my stateroom. Xone of us seemed 
exactly to realize what had happened. 
We were more like a lot of peojjle at a 
funeral than the victims of a shipwreck. 
When the word came to lower the boats 
and we were lowered into them, no one 
ehowed the least fear, and the othcera 
and crew did everytbing that could be 
wished. Fortunately the sea was per- 
fectly calm. There waa no 
lime to think about our lug- 
gage, altfiough moat of ua had 
our hand baga with us. When 
the boata were all clear of the ship we 
lay at a short distance watching her. It 
was a long time before she succumbed to 
the sea ; but finally went down with a 
plunge that seem to nie inexpreaaibly 
sad. Down she went out of sight, the 
water closed over her and wo were left 
in the grey morning tog, fifty miles from 
land, without food, water or a conipaas. 
It was not long before our boat lost aiglit 
of the others, and for twenty hours we 
rowed on through the mist, not (jaito 
sure in what direction we were going. 
At length we reached Metlakatla and 
here we received the most hospitable 
welcome. My children and 1 were tak- 
en at once to the bouse of a physiciaa, 
and then for the flrat time in twenty 
houra baby Gretchen was taken from 
my arms. They tilled an armchair lull 
of pillows, set it before the open lire, 
put baby in it, gave it something to 
drink, and all got down on their kneiia 
around it. They gave us all we 
couUl cat and did everything for 
UB that loving liearta could think of. 
Baliy is not strong, ami 1 was very much 
afraid she would suller from the ex- 
poaure, but ehe did not. She was not 
the leaat trouble, but lay in niy arms all 
those long twenty houra without ultor- 
ing a cry, though she muot have been as 
hungry aa tlie rest of us. 

" 1 think someone atole my hand-bag 
at Metlakahtla. At leaat I know I lost 
it, and that meana that we have nothing 
m the world except the clothes we have 
on. My basband has gone to Klondy ke, 
and I had taken everything and started 
for Chicago, where niy two cliililren and 
I are to spend the winter. So every- 
thing has gone, money and all. liven 
baby haB nu clothea left. It was a dread- 
ful experience, and I shall never for- 
get it.'! 

No better known steamer than the 
Mexico baa seen service on the Pacific 
Coaatduring many years past, nor have 
many enjoyed a greater freedom from 
the mishaps that fall to tho lot of aea- 
going craft. It is almost a score of years 
since the ateamor in (juostion came round 
from the East, having been built by the 
celebrated Oramp8,to enter service in tfie 
waters of the Pacific. She was of a tyne 
very similar to the Umatilla and Walla 
Walla, with which she for a long time 
maintained tho direct connfction bo- 
tweiMi this city and San Francisco. Lat- 
terly she waa employed in the southern 
business of the chartering company, the 
l-'acilh; Coaat Stcamaliip Company, only 
returning north when tho Klondyko 
boom brouRht every available Lcttom in- 
to demand. lagHUU

V'ork. Ono eyndicate is 
by Addicks, the Delaware gas 
man. Ciarenw! King, one of the beat 
^"•^.rt-n mining engineers and metallur- 
Rlela in the world, is in the city, looking 
into the Klondyke matter for certain 
people in New York and London. 

Donald Ferguson, who has spent 
twenty years in scaling the ramparts of 
the Rockiea, the Sierra Nevadaa in Cali- 
fornia and MexicOiand the Cascades in 
Washington, is here in the interest of 
some New York capitalists. He ia alao 
looking out for " No. 1 " aa well. Fergu 
sou knows all the old-timera in mining 
on the Coast and in Colorado. He is 
heavily intereated in Cripple Creek and 
haa operated for the past two years be- 
tween the latter place and New York. 
Ilia oflice in the latter city haa been at 
35 Wall atreet, and he ia well known to 
all the big mining men in the metropolis. 
Ferguaon had planned a great scheme 
for the development of the gold 
fields of Central Bolivia, where for 
centuries the virgin metal has bReii 
taken out from the beds of the 
Btreama emptying into the Mollendo 
river. Ferguson was in New York last 
May and there purchased some very ex 
pensive machinery, designed to pump 
placer gold out of the gravel beds of the 
Mollendo in Bolivia, He ordered the 
machinery and pumpa shipped to Pana 
ma, there to be tranaported to South 
America. The machinery was to have 
been carried 200 miles over the Andes on 
the backs of mules and Indians. But 
when the plans of himself and hia asao 
ciatea were matured, the yellow fever 
invaded Central America. Hundreds of 
Ferguson's old companions in Colorado 
and California were stricken down with 
the plague and died. He concluded that 
the climate in Central .America was not 
good and waited for cooler weather. 
While sojourning at Sac Francisco 
the steamer Excelsior arrived with 
half a million in Klondyke nuegets and 
two score of returning argonauts. A feu- 
days later the Portland touched the 
wharf at Seattle with over -tl, 000,000 in 
Klondyke gold, owned by sixty-three 
miners. The news was flashed over the 
country immediately, and the eyes of 
capitalists of Europe and the United 
States were fastened on the new lOldo- 
rado of the North. Ferguson abandoned 
his plans, although it meant the loss of 
thousands of dollars expended fur ma- 
chinery, and a great amount of time. 
He coinmanicated with his New York 
associates by wire, with the result that 
ho at once came to Seattle and prepared 
to go North by the earliest possible 
means of conveyance. 
Ferguaon is a case-hardeneci, pxper-

ienced, aagacioua old miner — that ia, old 
in experience, though not in years. He 
ia still on the bright side of forty. His 
New York associates are J. L. Prescott, 
of U Jay street, and J. H. Everett, of 35 
Wall street, New Y'ork. The former iaa 
millionairo stove-polish manufacturer, 
and the latter ia a retired capitalist. 

Mr. Ferguson was seen at the Rainier- 
Graml laat night. He said that in hia 
opinion Alaska and theNorthweat Terri- 
tory are to see a truly wonderlul de- 
velopment in the next five years. He 
believei that the gold production of the 
country tributary to the Klondyke will 
be not lees than $10,000,000 per year, 
and that other districts in Alaska and 
the Northwest Territory will be dis- 
covered as rich aa the Klondyke. 

" I believe that great quartz ledges 
will be located by the thousands of 
prospectors that will be scattered among 
the hills and uiountaina of the headwa- 
ters of the Stewart and Klondyke rivers 
during the next year. I myself am go- 
ing up the Stewart river (iOO miles, and 
exjiect to travel and proapect all winter. 
The party will include Mr. R. B. Kil- 
patrick, who was my foreman at Cripple 
Creek, and waa for three years in South 
Africa ; myself aud two employes. Mr. 
Kilpatrick has been associated with me 
in gold mining for twenty years past. 
We will carry complete outfits, consist- 
ing of three tons of provisions and min- 
ing tools. 

■' My theory of the Klondyke gold is 
that it is the product of immeose ledges, 
and that the smaller particles hare been 
ground out by the elements and iiave 
undergone a colli weld. It ig now con- 
ceded that email particles of gold travel- 
ing down long watercouraes will congeal 
and form into nuKgets, Either this is 
the process wliich has resulted in the 
deposit of the Klondyke placer beds, or 
else the gold has been thrown up and 
deposited at the bottom ot the streams 
when the country was in the tropical 
^iono. 1 to 'the theory which in- 
cludes the existence ijuariz ledges, 
ami intend to try and locate some of 
them." 

Mr. Ferguson said in conclusion that 
stamp mills and mining machinery of all 
kinds will be introduced in Alaska and 
the Northwest Territory in a abort time. 
He reasons that gravel running !^10 per 
ton, which the placer miner rejects as 
profitless, will yield a handsome profit 
when treated by stamp mills. 

Mr. Ferguson said further that ho had 
recognized here and nt San Francisco not 
lesa than 500 miners whom he had en- 
countered in the years he ha6 spent on 
the coast and in Colorado, New Mexico 
and Old Mexico. He has conversed with 
them at San Francisco and here. They 
are going into the new gold district as 
rapidly as they can find means of con- 
veyance, and will systematically search 
for gold, guided by the years of experi- 
ence gained in the older diatricta in the 
United States and Mexico. 



MR. DURRANT'S CASE. 

Plenty of Red Tape to Be Unwonnd Before 
Hanging Is Again Imminent. 

Sa.s Fkaxcisco, Aug. S.— Though Dur 
rant's appeal from the order of Judge 
Bahrs, setting June 9 as the day for his 
execution, is set for argument to-morrow 
morning in the supreme court, an eflbrt 
will be made by the prisoner's attorneys 
to have the argnmeint postponed. The 
grounds of the motion that will be made 
for this purpose arises out of section TOO 
of tiie United States Revised Statutes, 
under which the execution itself was 
postponed pending tlie appeal in the 
iiabeas corpus ])roceedings. That section 
provides that pending tlie determination 
of such an appeal all proceedings against 
the prisoner in the state courts shall be 
stayed and absolutely null and void. 

Ttie principal contention made by 
Durrani's attorneys in this appeal from 
Judge Bahr's order is that the judgment 
rendered is double, in that it directed 
that he should be taken to the prison at 
San Quentin, a penal institution, and 
there kept in close confinement, and af- 
terward be executed. 



FELTS' FLYING MACHINE. 

He Will Sail From Pike'a Penlt In It When 
Weather Conditions Permit. 

CdLohado Spkinos, Aug. 8.— William 
B. Felts did not make his jump from 

Pike's Peak to-day, but that was not his 
fault. With the conditions of the clouds 
and fog it would have been a blind-fold 
leap to certain destruction. 

Felts went up to the summit of the 
peak this morning, carrying his im- 
mense aeroplanes with him. Twohours 
were reijuired in adjusting thebigwinge, 
but heavy clouds gathered and a slight 
enow fell at the time, and convinced hiin 
that a leap from the peak would have 
been suicidal. 

The leap waa postponed, but Felta is 
still on the peak to-night. aii<l says that 
he will remain there until the coiiditiciif 
are favorable, when ho will sail down 
into Colorado Springs, twelve miles iWa- 
tant. 

lireat crowds went up the peak to-day 
to witness the leap of the daring aero- 
naut, and field glasses and telescopes 
were in great demand. The crowds 
were greatly disappointed on account of 
the postponement. 

A TURBULENT MULLAH. 

He Has Assembled Many Fanatics and 
Preaches War on the British 
Forces. 

LON0O.V, Aug. 8.— A dispatch to the 
Times from Simla says that anotherout-

The attack was made yesterday (Sat- 
urday) morning. The police and garri- 
son beat off the natives, who then burned 
a Hindoo village and killed some of the 
inhabitants. A strong force of cavalrv 
and infantry and artillery has been sent 
from Peshawar to pun',sh"tho rebel8,aii(l 
it is reported they have fled acroea the 
frontier.

THE WAY IT MAY BE. 

Alaskan Interests ReqtiestProteetlon Against 
Expected Disorder. 

Chicago dispatch says: 

" Chiim-jumping, bloody fighting and 
a general reign of lawleeaness are feared 
in the Alaakan mining Golds this winter 
and- next spring, as the result of laxity 
of law and a general influx of adventur- 
ers and prospectors, such as are crowding 
the Klondyke region, 

" P. B. Weare predicts that in case of 
the diacovery of a big strike in Ameri 
can territory during thia fall or winter 
lawlessness, which is now kept in check 
by the excellent service of the North- 
west Territory's mounted police, will 
surely break out during the inevitable 
rush for claims. 

" In American territory it seems there 
is almost a total lack of regulation." 

In anticipation of an influx of claim 
jumpers, the olficials of the North Am- 
erican Transportation and Trading Com 
pany have offered free trannportation 
and maintenance for government survey- 
ors, United States marshals and other 
Federal oflicera, if the government auth- 
orities will eliminate the usual red tape 
proceedings and select the necessary 
ofhcials without further delay. ' 

COBREai'O.ND WITH WA.SHINOTO.S', 

Mr. Weare and othera financially in- 
terested in the interior of Alaska have 
been in correspondence with the autho 
ities at Washington for some weeks and 
have succeeded in arousing considerable 
ofliL'"al attention. It ia believed, how 
ever, that the /."^ilure to send a detach- 
ment of troops to the 'Oterior this fall 
will be recognized ae a seric'ia mistake 
when it is too late. 

When G. B. Pray, Surveyor-General 
of .Alaska, called at P. B. Weare'a office 
yesterday he was ofTered free transpor- 
tation and maintenance for as many de- 
puty surveyors as ho would appoint im- 
mediately and send into the Yukon Val- 
ley to survey the claims owned by the 
North American Transportation and 
Trading Co. 

What Mr. Weare actually said was: 

" There will be blood-letting and 
claim-jumping in every good mininp 
camp IP Alaska next eprlup unlcBB the 
general KOyt-FDmeut takes steps at once 
to prepaiiB for the influx of ndventurera 
and prospectors and makes provision for 
enforcing the mining laws. I am autis- 
fied we will be obliged to hire armed 
men to watch our properties. 

" I have had all this shotgun business 
I want during my early experience in 
mining in Montana, and I don't want to 
see any bloodshed over the gold dis 
coveriea in Alaska. 

" If there should be a big strike on 
American soil a great rush of miners 
would result, and under our lax laws 
and lack of authority otvnsrs of rich 
finds would be robbed by desperadoes." 

In the face of the foregoing, it might 
be well for the Seattle papers to give 
Canadians a little more advice as to the 
best way of managing the Yukon country. 

" Through United States Marshal 
Shoupe — recently appointed to Alaska 
I have secured the appointment of 
Deputy Marshal Frank Canton, of Okla- 
homa. He is now on hia way to Circle 
City, and he is a second Kit Carson. 

" Within a few weeka a federal judge, 
a United States deputy marshal and a 
surveyor-general have been appointed 
The next important step will be to have 
the government surveyors begin the vast 
work of defining the legal boundariea of 
mining claims already staked out. 

" At present the size and general rulea 
governing the claims are fixed by a 
' miners' meeting' in each newly discov- 
ered camp, and few serious disputes 
have occurred in the past, because there 
was seldom a surplus of men to contend 
for claims." 

KORMIKO A HIO C0.MPANY. 

The Cudahys and the Wearea are 
about to organize a big company, to 
which will bo transferred the mining 
properties now held by the same set of 
men under the corporate head of the 
North American Transportation and 
Trading Com pan v. The capital atock 
will be .t26,000,000, of which 20 per cent, 
will be sold at 25 cents on the dollar. 
The incorporation papers will be drawn 
up to-day. 

The new concern will be called the 
Oudahy-Healy-Yukon-Klondyke Mining 
Company. It was named yesterday, be- 
fore it was born, by John Cudahy and P. 
B. Weare. The christening took place 
at the Union League Club. 

One of the most valuable holdings at 
present is a tract of 1,0(10 acres of coal 
land near Fort Cudahy. It is also said 
to have some fine copper ])rospectB on 
the Tanana river and a few promising 
quartz prospects in the same section.

A SMUGGLING STO£Y. 

Allegation of Custom House Simplicity in 
the Okanagan. 

BossLAND, Aug. 10. — ^The customs offi- 
cials have discovered a smuggliog 
scheme on a large scale. The trail up 
from the Okanagan country passes into 
Canada at Krugers, on Oaoyoos lake, 
where the custom houae is located, and 
then makes a detour into the United 
States, and re-enters the Dominion at a 
point several miles east of the custom 
house, The town of Oroo is the head- 
quarters of the smugglers. Freighters 
from the States bringing in produce 
come up the trail to Krugers, pay duty 
on stuflfthey have in their wagons and 
then follow the road down across the 
line to Oroo. Here they pick up big 
quantities of all sorts of groceries, prin- 
cipally tobacco and canned goods, and 
follow the road into Canada again, to 
which they gain access without ditli- 
culty, as all the goods have presumably 
paid duly at Krugers, farther back on 
the line.

New YoiiK, Aug. 9, — Tlie first ship 
sailing from New Y'ork to the ICIondykfe 
gold fields is advertised to leave this city 
about August 21. It is to be sent by the 
New York and Alaska Gold Exploration 
and Trading Company. The company 
has not yet selected its vessels, but it 
promises to dispatch a steamship cap- 
able of carrying safely '200 passengers 
and 1,500 tons of freight.
